To Sumner L. Hart, a constable in the Town of Willi- 
mantic, County of Piscataquis and State of Maine, 
GREETING: 

In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the 
Town of Willimantic, qualified by law to vote in Town 
affairs, to meet at Town hall in said Town cn the 18th 
day of March, 1935, at ten o’clock in the forenoon to 
act on the following articles, to wit: 


Art. 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting.

Art. 7. To choose one or more school committee. 

Art. 8. To choose one or more fire wards, fix their 
compensations and raise a sum of money for same. 

Art. 9. To choose a road commissioner for the en- 
suing year. 

Art. 10. To choose a collector of taxes for the en- 
suing year, fix his compensation, and raise a sum of 
money therefor. 

Art. 11. To choose an auditor of town books for 
the ensuing year. 

Art. 12. To see if the town will elect one member 


of the municipal board of mothers’ aid for a term of 
three years.

Art. 13. To choose all other town officers for the 
ensuing year. 

Art. 14. To see if the town will grant and raise 
such sums of money as may ‘be necessary for the main- 
tenance and support of schools, and the poor, repairs 
of roads and bridges, and to defray all other town . 
charges for the ensuing year.

Art. 32. To see what sum the town will appropri- 
ate and raise for the improvement of the section of — 
State Aid road as outlined in the report of the State 
Highways Commission (in addition to the amounts 
regularly raised for the care of way, highways and 
bridges) under the provisions of Sec. 19, Chap. 28, 
Revised Statutes of 1930, or under the provisions of 
Sec. 38, Chap. 175, P. L. of 1933.

To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the town treasurer to borrow money during the pres- 
ent municipal year in anticipation of, and to be paid 
out cf, the taxes of the current year 1935 and 1936, 
and to execute and deliver the negotiable PEUMSRORY 
note or notes of the town therefor. 


Art. 41. To see what action the town will take rel- 
ative to borrowing the sum of 3,276.00 dollars or less 
upon the faith and credit of the town for the purpose 
of paying certain debts of the town now outstanding. 


Art. 42. To see what action the town will vote to 
take towards authorizing the treasurer and tax col- 
lector to refuse payment part or whole, on orders pre- 
sented by persons indebted to the town. 


Art. 48. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the selectmen to execute and deliver release deeds, or 
other, and transact all other business for, and pertain- 
ing to the town’s interest in lands, buildings and other 
estate, personal and real, taken i in by the town for un- 
paid taxes. 


Art. 44. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the assessors to rescind any amounts appropriated by 
the town for State Aid highways construction in ex- 
cess of the amount required to meet State apportion- 
ments. 

Art. 45. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for the services of a county nurse. 

Art. 46. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to grant and raise to be expended and used for 
advertising the natural resources, advantages and at- 
tractions of the State of Maine. 

Art. 47. To see if the town will vote to buy a trac- 


tor and snow plow for winter roads and provide a 
building to house it in. 
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Art. 48. To see if the town will vote to charge in- 
terest on taxes unpaid, set a date, and at what rate 
thereafter or anything pertaining thereto. 

Art. 49. To see what action the town will take in 
regard to Earley Bridge.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Willimantic: 


-I am submtting herewith my annual report as your 
superintendent of schools. I shall try to state briefly 
conditions relating to schools, together with sugges- 
tions as to some of their needs. 

This year the average of the school rates for the 
state is .01148, while the average of the municipal 
rates is .0536. In checking with the rates given in the 
report for 1933-1934 we note that the average of the 
municipal rates for the state has increased 5.6 mills, 
while the average of the school rates has increased 
only .6 mills. 

The school rate for the town of Willlimantic is 
.01125, while the municipal rate is .079. In checking 
with the rates given in the report for 1933-1934 we 
find that the municipal rate has increased 21 mills 
while the school rate has increased only about 4.3 mills 

Bills have been presented to this legislature in ac- 
cordance with the recommendations of the Public 
School Finance Commission. These bills, if enacted 
into law, will guarantee to every municipality in the 
state substantial increases beyond the present amount 
of state aid. However, if the bills become law, there 
can be no hope that municipalities will receive addi- 
tional aid from the state for the school year 1935. 


SCHOOL PROGRESS 
You are maintaining three schools in the town. 
The enrollment in the three schools is now thirty-five, 
which is the same as the enrollment for last year. 
The work in No. 1 School ig going along in a very 
pleasing manner with Mrs. Merrill as the teacher. 
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Miss Earley in the No. 3 School seems to be doing very 
good work there. Miss Stanchfield, the new teacher 
secured for the No. 2 School, quickly adapted herself 
to the conditions in the school, and I feel that all are 
quite satisfied with the work being done there. Judg- 
ing from the grade of school work maintained by the 
pupils who go from the schools in the town to second- 
ary schools, I think one may feel that the schools of 
the town will compare favorably with most one-teach- 
er schools. 

In our endeavor to make the program of the schools 
to better meet the requirements of the state course of 
study, changes are being made in textbooks. As the 
number of pupils to attend the schools of the town are 
so few, it is of no great expense to furnish the schools 
with the best of textbooks and school materials. 
There are good reasons why we should plan for chang- 
es in textbooks. Books lose their usefulness through 
their content going out-of-date. Pupils need to learn 
the present facts. Schools must meet this condition. 
It is true no equipment can take the place of a teacher, 
but neither can a teacher function successfully with- 
out the tools of the profession. Books are the basic 
tools of learning, and pupils should be able to obtain 
from them pictures of the world as it is today. 


HIGH SCHOOL TUITION 

There are now nine pupils from the town attending 
some high or secondary school and whose tuitions are 
being paid by the town. Very likely the number of 
pupils who plan to attend high school this coming year 
will be fully as large. About four hundred fifty dol- 
lars will be needed for tuition purposes before any 
funds will be received from the state. As the sum un- 
expended for tuition purposes is quite large a sum 
somewhat smaller than you raised last March will be 
Sufficient. Provision should be made in order that 
tuition bills may be paid when due. 
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SCHOOL FUNDS 

School budgets for 1985 must be based on the pres- 
ent basis of state aid and on local taxation. The state- 
ments in the budget indicate that a larger sum should 
be raised for elementary school purposes at this time 
than was raised last March. However, that will be 
more than off-set by the cut you can make in the ap- 
propriation for high school purposes. The figures in 
the budget are based on paying the same wages for 
teachers that are now being paid, which is sixteen dol- 
lars per week. The tendency at this time seems to be 
for increasing the wages of teachers. An appropria- 
tion of sixteen hundred dollars fcr elementary school 
purposes would enable your school officials to make a 
small increase in the wages of your teachers. 

Reference has already been made in regard to need 

for textbooks. We should plan to obtain some new 
- American Histories this coming school year. The 
schools are not so well provided with books for indi- 
vidual reading as they should be. Last year a small 
sum was raised additional as textbook money for a 
large Dictionary which was bought during the year. 
This is now at the No. 2 School. The appropriation 
last March for textbooks was seventy-five dollars. If 
such a sum could be raised each year for a time, we 
could supply the schools with some reference books 
and with books for individual reading. Very likely 
there will be little or no change in the needs or cost 
for supplies. 

No money will be needed for insurance on school 
buildings this year as one of the policies was renewed 
last year and two of them have been renewed during 
the present year. 

I have not heard that any plans are being discussed 
for making any extensive repairs on school buildings 
during the summer. If the recommendation of the 
Public School Finance Commissicn are enacted into 
law, the tendency will be for consolidation of schools. 
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When consolidation of schools is planned, the state is 
to furnish considerable financial assistance in carrying 
out these plans. So it would not be a good plan, finan- 
cially at least, to plan for any amount of school re- 
pairs for this coming summer, especially so far as re- 
modelling any of the school buildings. A small sum 
is needed each year for general repairs and upkeep of 
the buildings. Also, all expenditures for equipment 
and fixtures are taken from this account.
